U.S. ARTILLERY LEVELED AT FOE IN HEAVY FIGHTING 

U.S. TROOPS, firing artillery shells at near ground 
level, killed 43 North Vietnamese regulars Wednesday 
in heavy fighting that erupted in the jungles near 
Cambodia in the last hours before the start of a four- 
day Communist Tet holiday cease-fire. At least four 
men of the 1st Air Cavalry Division were killed and 
three wounded in the fighting that broke out as the 
Americans were abandoning a frontier outpost in flat 
lands around "Landing Zone Tina” 70 miles northwest 
of Saigon. The Americans replused the attack in a 
fierce hour-long battle that raged on the eve of the 
Lunar New Year holiday truce beginning at 7 a.m. 
Thursday 16 p.m. EST Wednesday) and scheduled to 
last four days. 

EGYPTIAN, ISRAELI JET WARPLANES SWAP GROUND STRIKES 

EGYPTIAN and Israeli jet warplanes struck at 
each other's frontier ground defenses along the Suez 
Canal ceasefire line Wednesday for the fourth day in 
a row. Sirens screamed an air raid alert in Cairo but 
no Israeli planes were seen over the Egyptian capital. 
The escalated air war in the Middle East went on as 
the Big Three western powers studied Soviet notes 
warning of unspecified counter-measures unless Israel 
curbed its attacks on the Arab states.

SENATE UNIT APPROVES REPORT OVERHAULING MEDICARE 

THE SENATE Finance Committee approved a re¬ 
port Wedneday calling for changes to cope with rock¬ 
eting costs in Medicare and Medicaid—some blamed 
on abuses by doctors, dentists, nursing homes and 
hopitals. Chairman Russell B. Long, D La. said the re- 
portwil) be made public Monday. It also was said to be 
critical of the Social Security Administration which 
runs Medicare. If changes are not made, Long said, 
the Medicare program's hospitalization program alone 
would cost $131 billion more over the next 25 years 
than was originally estimated. The hospitalization pro¬ 
gram, financed through Social Security taxes, is avail¬ 
able to persons over 65. Both Long and Sen. John J. 
Williams. R-Del., predicted legislation would be enact¬ 
ed this year to make legislative and administrative 
changes to control the rise in costs. 

NIXON ORDERS FED. INSTALLATIONS TO CURB POLLUTION 

PRESIDENT NIXON Wednesday ordered all fed¬ 
eral installations to meet local air and water pollution 
standards within three years or to create their own 
antipollution standards if no local one exists. By exec¬ 
utive order, Nixon activated a $359 million program 
to replace pollution at military bases and other federal 
Installations by the end of 1972. Federal installations 
up to now were exempt from local anti pollution regu¬ 
lations and Nixon said that "over the past several 
years the federal government has become one of the 
nation's worst polluters.”

Move To Run Father Drinan 
Hits Snags and Obstacles 

A move to run the Rev. Robert F. Drinan, S.J., dean 
of the Boston College Law School, against Congress¬ 
man Philip J. Philbin in next September's Democratic 
primary, appears to be hitting a few snags and ob¬ 
stacles. 

A number of other political personalities think 
they would be stronger candidates for the office than 
would Father Drinan. 

Supporters of the B.C. law dean had hoped to set 
up a two-man primary fight between him and Congress¬ 
man Philbin. It now seems unlikely that can be done. 

Representative Charles Ohanian of Watertown 
already has announced that he will challenge Con¬ 
gressman Philbin in the primary. 

Officials of the so-called Citizens’ Caucus declare 
they will hold a convention before the end of this 
month and pick a candidate to back against Philbin. 

Six potential candidates, including Father Drinan 
and Representative Ohanian, addressed a gathering of 
200 persons recently, most of them presumably mem-

the point of balance. 

Spear-making requires great 
skill in properly dyeing the 
goat hair and in designing 
and artistically attaching the 
colored hair to the shaft. The 
hair is collected and kept in 
the sun for drying and natur¬ 
al disinfection. Then it is cut 
into different lengths. 

For dyeing, the hair is soak¬ 
ed for a day in watery ex¬ 
tracts of locally made vege¬ 
table dyes. Then it is dried 
in the shade. Each hair is fix¬ 
ed to the shaft with thread. 
A broad .double-edged spear 
head is attached to the deco¬ 
rated shaft at the top and a

It takes about three days to 
make a spear. There are three 
or four spearmakers in every 
i tribe.

about marijuana must con¬ 
tend. 

The law generally says 
marijuana is evil - as evil as 
the "hard narcotics" such 
as heroin - and that those 
who possess, sell, use or 
even live in a place where it 
is possessed, sold, or used 
must be severely punished 
by fine and imprisonment. 

Congress next year may 
approve legislation reducing 
the punishments for 
possession of marijuana. 
There are those, among 
them anthropologist 
Margaret Mead, who would 
legalize the drug. 

What makes the issue 
especially poignant is that 
increasing numbers of 
American young people, on 
campus, ir. well-to-do 
suburbs or in the ghetto, are 
Mining to marijuana as an 
escape from a reality they 
find unbearable or as an act 
of defiance to the 
"establishment." 

Margaret Mead feels that 
the law's attempt to curb 
use of “this youth choice" 
has resulted in worse social 
consequences than the at¬ 
tempt of the 1920s to pro¬ 
hibit drinking. 

According to the National 
Violence Study Commission, 
harsh penalties for 
possession and use of mari¬ 
juana have become "a prin¬ 
cipal source of frustration 
and alienation among the 
young." 

Marijuana, according to 
the American Medical 
News, "poses the most 
perplexing and pressing 
problem both to Congress 
and the administration.” 

The news is published by 
the American .Medical 
Association which considers 
marijuana a dangerous 
drug and a public health 
concern. The A.MA opposes 
legalization of possession 
and sale of marijuana. 

In a recent policy state¬ 
ment, as reported by the 
Medical News. "The AMA 
pointed out that marijuana 
is a psychoactive substance 
which can have a marked 
deleterious effect on in¬ 
dividual performance and 
social productivity. A 
significant number of ex¬ 
posed persons become 
chronic users.” 

Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth, 
chairman of the AMA Coun¬ 
cil on Mental Health which 
prepared the AMA's policy 
statement, says sale and 
possession of marijuana 
should not be treated more 
harshly than offenses in¬ 
volving amphe'amir.es and 
barbiturates. He also said, 
however, that separate and 
more lenient treatment is 
not desirable. 

Officials of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, 
and Welfare have called for 
more emphasis on 
rehabilitation of marijuana 
users and less on criminal 
punishment. 

Dr. Lester Grinspoon, 
associate clinical professor 
psychiatry at the Harvard 
University Medical School, 
undertook in the December 
issue of Scientific American 
to sort out and answer some 
questions that have been 
raised about marijuana. 

According to Grinspoon, 
marijuana is a relatively 
mild intoxicant that tends to 
calm the user and is neither 
organically destructive nor 
addictive. 

To deal with its increasing 
use. he said, "We obviously 
need to reduce the emo¬ 
tionalism surrounding the 
subject and replace myths 
with facts as far as they can 
be determined." 

Does marijuana, as some 
say, lead its users to the use 
of narcotics? 

“There is no evidence,” 
according to Grinspoon, 
“that marijuana is more 
likely than alrohol or tobac¬ 
co to lead to the use of 
narcotics.” 

Does Marijuana incite 
people to aggression and 
violent criminal behavior? 

“No cases of murder or of 
sexual crime due to mari¬ 
juana have been establish¬ 
ed." 

Indeed, Grinspoon said, 
marijuana "intoxication in¬ 
duces a lethargy that is not 
conductive to any physical 
activity, let along the com¬ 
mitting of crimes." 

Does marijuana iniuce 
sexual debauchery? 

“There is no evidence that 
marijuana stimulates sex¬ 
ual desire or power.” There 
are those, in fact, who say it 
“weakens sexual desire.” 

Does marijuana lead to 
physical and mental 
degeneracy? 

“It is possible tha chronic 
use of the drug may have 
debilitating effects, as pro¬ 
longed heavy drinking 
does.” 

Why do users turn to 
marijuana? 

“For many, the drug is 
evidently an escape from 
feelings of inadequacy, 
personal frustrations, anx¬ 
iety and or depression. The 
anxiety and sense of 
helplessness generated by 
the dangers of our time may 
be focused in some degree 
of marijuana." 

As for he chicken-egg 
question: “In most situa¬ 
tions,” Grinspoon said, “one 
cannot be certain which 
came first: “The drug on 
the one hand or the 
depression or personality 
disorder on the other."

Can Man Made 
Shocks Prevent 
Earthquakes? 

All year long the 
astrologers predicted the 
great earthquake. Skeptics 
held “doomsday parties.” A 
haunting song about the lost 
continent of Atlantis was 
No. 1 in San Francisco for 
weeks. 

For 1969 was the year 
California was supposed to 
break off from the continent 
like a piece of peanut brittle 
and disappear beneath the 
Pacific Ocean. 

It didn't happen, but the 
true believers haven't lost 
faith. They point t o 
seismologists who can only 
answer such queries by 
saying that California will 
keep on having earthquakes. 
The scientists add, however, 
that no one can predict the 
intensity of tremors. 

Dr. Louis C, Pakiser, 
chief of the U. S. office of 
Earthquake Research and 
Crustal Studies at Menlo 
Park, Calif., predicts that 
300,000 quakes will hit 
California by the end of the 
century. However, only 
about one in 1,000 will be 
strong enough to be felt, 
and maybe 30 could cause 
damage he believes. 

In the meantime, pro¬ 
gress is being made toward 
predicting earthquakes. And 
someday they may even be 
tamed — their violence 
converted to harmless earth 
“creep” or small tremors. 

"We'll never be able to 
prevent earth movements,” 
Pakiser said. “But we may 
be able to avoid the long 
term build - up of strain in 
the earth's crust which is 
suddenly released in violent 
earthquakes.” 

Pakiser said while earth¬ 
quake modification is pro¬ 
bably decades away, the 
first control experiments 
can be made in the near 
future. 

He said prediction of 
quakes on a long - range 
basis — determining that 
one will occur within a cer¬ 
tain period of years — is a 
reasonable prospect in 
California and Japan within 
10 years. He said predic¬ 
tions accurate within hours 
or days will be ultimately 
possible. 

Pakiser and his col¬ 
leagues pin their hopes for 
eventual earthquake control 
on recent research and 
theories on the nature of 
earth movements. 

Geologists believe most 
quake faults are dividing 
lines between giant crustal 
blocks — pieces of the 
earth’s surface or seafloor 
10 to U miles thick and 
thousands of miles across — 
which are ponderously mov¬ 
ing in different directions. 

But friction prevents the 
two edges from slipping 
slowly by each other. In¬ 
stead both sides “lock” 
together and rocks in the 
fault zone bend as the

massive crustal blocks 
move. 

Eventually this “elastic 
strain" overcomes the fric¬ 
tion. The two sides of the 
fault suddenly snap into a 
new alignment — an earth- 
quake- 

This classic pattern oc¬ 
curs on the northern and 
southern sections of 
California'a famous San An¬ 
dreas Fault. In the 
devasting 1906 San Fran¬ 
cisco quake, the ground 
moved 21 feet in some pla¬ 
ces. 

But in the central portion 
of the fault, researchers 
have found thousands of 
microquakes occur each 
year, many of them 
discernible only by ex¬ 
tremely sensitive measur¬ 
ing devices. 

“We are rather inclined to 
believe this acts as a safety 
valve,” Pakiser said. He ex¬ 
plained that such periodic 
tiny movement drains off 
the energy which otherwise 
would be stored and releas¬ 
ed in a big quake. 

Control would involve 
“unlocking” faults where 
p 0 t e n tially destructive 
energy is storing up, con¬ 
verting them into almost 
continuously moving zones 
similar to the central San 
Andreas. 

Man's “keys" may be 
underground explosions or 
the injection of fluids deep 
beneath the earth's surface, 
Pakiser said. 

“Man - made" earth¬ 
quakes, apparently trig¬ 
gered by disposal of 
radioactive wastes in wells 
near Denver and by 
underground nuclear tests 
in Nevada, suggested these 
methods. 

The disposal of waste 
fluids into basement rocks 
at the Rocky Mountain 
Arsenal near Denver was 
followed by a scries of 
moderate earthquakes 
beneath the injection zone, 
Pakiser said. The fluids ap¬ 
parently weakened the rock 
friction and allowed the 
release of previously stored 
earthquake energy. 

"This suggest the 
possibility of control by 
deliberately injecting fluids 
into certain fault zones to 
cause relatively harmless 
creep fault, perhaps ac¬ 
companied by moderate 
earthquakes, as a means of 
releasing stored energy 
which might otherwise 
cause a damaging quake," 
he said. 

A pair of underground 
atomic tests in Nevada pro¬ 
vided man's “first unplan¬ 
ned earthquake control ex¬ 
periment.” 

The first one - kiloton 
blast, centered near 
Benham, set off 10,000 
aftershocks up to 10 miles 
away along a definite fault 
zone. A second explosion a 
few months later at nearby 
Joram also caused af¬ 
tershocks, but failed to 
reactive the zone shaken 
by the first test. 

“The first explosion may 
have released all the stored 
stresses.” Pakiser said- 

The big question about 
such methods, he added, is 
whether they can he used 
safely. Even if safe, they 
could be applied only to 
known faults in the earth's 
upper crust.

Credit Bills

The news that it will be 
possible to pay your income 
tax by credit card in several 
states this year was regard¬ 
ed as impecuniosity's finest 
hour. And with some 
justification. 

Old Uncle Sammy, while a 
prodigious wastrel himself, 
had always demanded cash 
on the barrelhead from his 
improvident nephews, which 
made April 15 a day of pain¬ 
ful reckoning. 

By adopting a cltarge-a- 
tax plan, even on a limited 
scale, the Internal Revenue 
Service has finally ended its 
holdout against deferred 
liability and recognized the 
principle ot postponing the 
inevitable, which is a bless¬ 
ing. 

Even bigger breaK- 
throughs lie ahead, if I'm 
any judge of accountancy 
reprieves. 

I say this because credit 
cardology is the last fron¬ 
tier of the American free 
enterprise situation. Con¬ 
sider these facts: 

Thanks to merger 
bankruptcies, fire sales, ccl- 
lusion and other 
c o mmercial maneuvers, 
competition in other fields is 
steadily diminishing. But 
it's still dog-eat-dog among 
the credit card promoters. 

There was a time just a 
few years ago when you had 
to pay a fee to belong to a 
credit club, THE assessment 
was soon dropped and free 
credit cards began to ar¬ 
rive unsolicited in the mail. 

Now there are intensive 
a d v e rtising campaigns, 
complete with television 
jungles and blockbuster 
newspaper and magazine 
layouts, to persuade us that 
one card is better than the 
other. And it works. 

Sometimes I am unable to 
decide which card to use. so 
I charge a single purchase 
on two or three cards just to 
make sure I'm getting best 
credit available. 

The next step, as I see it, 
will be for some credit card 
promoter to start giving us 
trading stamps for us to use 
his card. Followed by: 

“Pay your bills with super 
charge, the a'.l-purpose 
credit cards that brings you 
a $10 monthly bonus if used 
for two or more purchases 
during any given 30-day 
period.” 

Needless to say, all of us 
will soon switch to super 
charge, and then it will be 
up to the promoters of ultra 
charge to come forth with a 
computer offer. 

It is at this point that 
ultra charge likely will hit 
upon the ultimate in credit 
card financing. Ultra 
charge will bring out a cred¬ 
it card that you can tiKe to 
charge what you owe on 
your other credit cards. 

And that, fellow spend 
thrifts, is what I call utopia.

Kahn declared, "but I knew 
the neighborhood did not 
want this.” 

He said that when he bought 
the land in 1949, it was zoned 
for business, as it still was in 
1950, when he built the struc¬ 
ture currently on the site. He 
says he is now shocked to find 
that the parcel had been re¬ 
zoned, and has been trying 
ever since to make arrange¬ 
ments to move his business 
elsewhere.

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BRA MAPS OUT PLAN FOR $16 MILLION FOOTBALL STADIUM 

THE BOSTON REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 
Wednesday mapped out the financial plan for con¬ 
struction of a $16 million football stadium that could 
save the Boston Patriots' franchise. The BRA said it 
filed the financial data with the office of Gov. Francis 
W. Sargent, who earlier in the day had suggested the 
Suffolk Downs Race Track may have overestimated 
the amount of money it could give the state to help 
finance the stadium. To finance construction of the 
65,000-seat stadium on 57 acres of land on the Boston 
bank of the Nepsonset River, it was reported the BRA 
proposed an income of $2.48 million a year. The BRA 
estimated the stadium could be eonstruted at a cost 
of $1.6 million a year over 40 years, given an annual 
maintenance expense of $200,000.

MEASURE SEEKS COURT EDICT ON CONSTITUTIONALITY OF WAR 

OPPONENTS of the Vietnam War, including form¬ 
er U.S. Sen. Ernest Gruening. D-Alaska, mobilized a 
major legislative effort Wednesday behind a bill de¬ 
signed to force the U.S. Supreme Court to judge on 
the constitutionality of the war. More than 400 per¬ 
sons jammed Gardiner Auditorium of the State House 
for a legislative hearing on a bill making it illegal for 
the federal government to send a Massachusetts citi¬ 
zen to fight in an undeclared war that lasts longer than 
60 days. The bill was drafted by the Rev. John Wills 
of Lexington, a Unitarian minister, and filed in the 
Massachusetts legislature by Rep. H. James Shea, D- 
Newton. Gruening, one of the two U.S. Senators to 
vote against the Tonkin Resolution in 1964, followed 
Wells and Senate President Maurice A. Donahue, D- 
Holyoke in testifying before the Joint Legislative Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, headed by Sen. Joseph D. Ward, 
D Fitchburg. Gruening told the committee the Vietnam 
War is "the greatest folly in all our history." Under 
provisions of the hill, no Massachusetts citizen could 
be compelled by the federal government to serve the 
armed forces of the United States in a combat area of 
an undeclared war following the first 60 days of such 
a conflict. The state attorney general would be charged 
with protecting any aggrieved Massachusetts citizen 
from such action by whatever means he deems neces- 
aary. 

NIXON TO SEND FOREIGN POLICY MESSAGE WEDNESDAY 

PRESIDENT NIXON will send Congress next 
Wednesday a foreign policy message that is expected 
to deal with Vietnam, the Middle East and his con¬ 
troversial plan to expand the Safeguard antiballistic 
missile system. Nixon will work on the message dur¬ 
ing a four-day holiday at Key Biscayne, Fla., with the 
help of Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, his national security 
affairs adviser, and several experts on Kissinger's 
staff. Nixon said early this year that he considered 
foreign affairs so important that he wished to treat 
it. in a special message apart from his State of the 
Union Address, which emphasized his domestic pro¬ 
grams. The "State of the World” message will be sub- 
mittted in writing.

Opposition Now Developing 1 
To Slash In Size Of House 

Members of the Massachusetts Legislature will 
shortly vote on whether to place on the ballot a pro¬ 
posed amendment to the State Constitution which 
would reduce the membership of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives from 240 to 160. 

If 70 or more members of the House and Senate 
record themselves in favor of placing this issue before 
the people, the question will go on the ballot. If fetvfer 
than 70 law-makers vote for the change, the matter 
will be dead at least for this year and probably for all 
time. 

If Governor Sargent were not involved in this con¬ 
troversy, it would be strictly no contest, and the spon¬ 
sors of the move to slash the size of the House would 
be hard pressed to line up 50 votes let alone 70. 

Rut the Governor has favored placing the ques¬ 
tion on the ballot and allowing the voters to decide 
whether the size of the House should he reduced 
or allowed to remain as it now is. 

That is a difficult position to challenge. A public 
figure always is on sound ground when he advocates 
that the people be permitted to decide an issue. 

The problem in this particular instance is that the 
people probably would approve the proposed reduction 
in the House without even considering the good and 
bad aspects to such an action.

Because Governor Sargent apparently is setting t:p 
the proposed House cut as one of his campaign issues, 
some Republican House members, who ordinarily would 
not support a measure which could jeopardize their mvn 
positions, may vote to place the question on the ballot. 

That could make the combined House and Senate 
vote a close one as far as reaching the magic num¬ 
ber of 70 is concerned. 

Ironically, the Governor might be just as well off 
politically if the matter does not go on the ballot, leav¬ 
ing him in a position to criticize the Democratic-domi- 
nated Legislature for not placing it there. 

The reduction in the size of the House was origin¬ 
ally suggested when a number of so-called reforms 3n 
government were being proposed such as having the 
Governor and other State Constitutional officers elect¬ 
ed for four-year terms and having the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor run as teams instead of individu¬ 
als. 

Those changes were supposed to achieve great im¬ 
provement in government. What they actually did and 
will do was to make the government a little more re¬ 
mote from the people. 

The League of Women Voters picked up the isc 
sue of slashing the House membership. It was ac-r 
claimed as a great potential reform. For a time 
the dispute on the matter assumed the aspects of- 
a row between the good guys and the bad guys. 
Law-makers in favor of good government were 
supposed to get in line and support the change even jf 
it meant legislating themselves out of office. The 
League gathered the necessary signatures on a peti¬ 
tion to place the question before a joint assembly of 
the House and Senate. 

At first the resistance to the move was disorgan¬ 
ized. But then House Speaker David M. Bartley began 
speaking out against the proposed slash, and much that 
he said made sense. He changed the situation from a 
one-way reform to an argument in which both the bad 
and good points were discussed.

Self-Cooking 
Hot Dogs? Yes , 
They 9 re Here 

By DICK WEST 

New products to look for¬ 
ward to in the 1970s: 

Self-rooking hot dog*— 
Gone will be the need for 
pots, pans or frills for cook¬ 
ing frankfurters. These de¬ 
lectable sausages will coma 
equipped with tiny filaments 
interlaced throughout tha 
casings. 

Plug the frankfurters into 
any convenient wall socket 
and the electric current will 
burn up the filaments, heat¬ 
ing the meat in the process. 
Remove from socket and 
served in a bun. With mus¬ 
tard. 

Metal boo-boos—Back In 
the days before somebody 
invented plastic, a consumer 
could buy an item in the 
durable goods lines with tha 
reasonable expectation that 
It would be fairly durable. 

Durable goods now ara 
made with new metal alloys 
guaranteed to last 1,000 
years. But in order to save 
five cents on a $700 item, 
the manufacturer uses little 
plastic hoohoos to hold it 
together. The hoo-hoos eith¬ 
er break or wear out within 
two months and you are 
stuck with a $700 lemon. 
Before this decade Is over 
science and technology 
should be able to develop a 
metal hoo-hoo, and civiliza¬ 
tion will be saved. 

The portable civilization- 
saver—Civilization will not 
be saved by little metal hoo¬ 
hoos alone, of course. Sci¬ 
ence and technology also 
will develop a lightweight, 
four-power civilization-saver 
that works on ordinary 
house current. Completely 
portable, it can be rushed 
anywhere in the world any¬ 
time it is needed. Which is 
frequently. 

Prescription window panes 

- Have your eyes tested and 
then take the prescription 
to a glazier, who will install 
the corrective panes In your 
window frames at home.

Spread Terror 
In East Afriea

Political assassination has 
suddenly come into vogue in 
Eastern Africa, threatening 
the region's stability as it 
begins the new decade. 

The assassins of 1969 
chose their victims with 
care and moved with dead¬ 
ly precision. 

The murdered men. Ken¬ 
ya's Tom Mboya, Somalia's 
President Abdi Shermarke 
and the Liberation Move¬ 
ment's Eduardo Mondlane, 
were all key figures, stabilis¬ 
ing and energetic forces. 

In Uganda, where on Dec. 
19 a gunman shot and grave¬ 
ly wounded President Milton 
Obote, the country stood 
close to anarchy as he strug¬ 
gled to recover and regain 
control. 

After the attempt on Obo¬ 
te. Nairobi's Daily Nation 
suggested editorially t h e 
wave of killings “cannot be 
considered in isolation." 

The process began on a 
bright morning in Dar es 
Salaam. Tanzania, Feb. 3, 
1969. The lanky, scholarly 
Mondlane had just collected 
his mail and was settling 
down to work at a friend's 
beach cottage along fashion¬ 
able Oyster Bay. 

He started by opening a 
“personal and confidential" 
parcel. Seconds later it blew 
him apart. 

Tanzanian President Jul¬ 
ius Nyerere gave the 49 year 
old guerrilla leader a hero's 
burial and, as a 19-gun sal¬ 
ute boomed out over the Ind¬ 
ian Ocean, vowed Mond- 
lane’s spirit would never 
die. 

But it did. The movement 
first faltered, then dissolved 
in shambles as the men who 
headed the liberation cam¬ 
paign fought crudely among 
themselves for the vacant 
post. 

Investigations turned up 
nothing. The killers harvest¬ 
ed more impressively. The 
Portuguese were quick to 
deny implication but they 
can only be relieved by the 
respite his removal brought 
them. 

The gunman who fired two 
shots at Mboya July 5 was 
no less effective, but in a 
different way. Kenya reeled 
in confusion at the loss of a 
man who engineered the na¬ 
tion's prosperity and was a 
possible future president. 

Old tribal enmities flared 
dangerously and scattered 
rioting broke out between 
Mboya's Luo tribesmen and 
the dominant Kikuyus. 

Kenya has never been the 
same since. The country has 
been stripped of its calm and 
orderly progress. 

A young Kikuyu tribes¬ 
man was later convicted and 
hanged for the murder, but 
few believe he acted alone. 
Even fewer think the trem¬ 
ors of instability sparked 
off in July are over. 

While East .Africans were 
pondering the dramatic as¬ 
sassination in Kenya news 
was flashed from adjoining 
Somalia that President Abdi 
Shermarke had been slain 
by a member of his own 
bodyguard on Oct. 15. 

The motives of the killer 
remain obscure. But a week 
after he riddled his presi¬ 
dent with bullets, the mili¬ 
tary seized power in the 
sleepy, coastal capital of 
Mogadishu. 

A new militancy was evi¬ 
dent in the first broadcasts 
of the new revolutionary 
council and observers de¬ 
tected a decided shift to the 
left, in line with earlier mil¬ 
itary coups in Moslem Sudan 
and Libya. 

Next, an assassin struck 
in Uganda. This time his. 
weapon jammed after the 
first shot. President Obote 
was maimed hut spared. No 
news of the killer has been 
announced, nor of his pos¬ 
sible motives. 

But the attempt can only 
deepen already serious rifts 
between O b o * e's Nilotic 
northerners and the south¬ 
ern and Bantu Bugandans. 
whose king died in lonely 
exile two months ago after 
he was deposed by Obote in 
mid-1966 and fled to London.

Trusteeship Of 
Our Resources 

By Louis Cassels 

The Bible sanctions 
private ownership of pro¬ 
perty, with one very im¬ 
portant qualification. It 
teaches that men are never 
absolute owners, but only 
Stewards or trustees, of the 
earth's resources. 

A corollary is that each 
generation is responsible 
before God to utilize the 
earth's resources with a due 
regard for the rights of 
future generations. Thus 
polluting the natural ev- 
vironment is a sinfil act. 
And conservation is a moral 
duty. 

Although these concepts 
have always been part of 
the church's heritage, they 
have only recently become 
a significant part of its 
preaching. But you can ex¬ 
pect to hear a lot about 
them from now on, because 
churchmen, like politicians, 
are finally beginning to 
realize how rapidly our 
heedless and wasteful 
civilization is despoiling 
God's world. 

Working through the Na¬ 
tional Council of Churches, 
six major Protestant 
denominations have put up 
the money for a nationwide 
effort to promote “en¬ 
vironmental stewardship” 
as a Christian duty.

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Osaka Prepares 
For Invasion 
Of Reporters

The 1970 World Exposi¬ 
tion in Osaka, Japan, is get¬ 
ting ready to handle news¬ 
men from a score of na¬ 
tions from the Arabian pe¬ 
ninsula to Yugoslavia. 

Taken Komatsu, director 
of Expo 7(l's overseas press 
and publieity department, 
reports the Expo Tress Cen¬ 
ter Building will Install type¬ 
writers that will write in 21 
languages, perhaps in 23. 

Expo 70, the biggest show 
ever staged in Asia, opens 
March 15 for six months 
with industrial and cultural 
exhibits from about 80 na¬ 
tions around the world. 

Japan’s Kyodo News Ser¬ 
vice loaned Komatsu, its 
chief European correspon¬ 
dent, to the governmental- 
sponsored Exposition to 
handle the press. 

Komatsu, who speaks ex¬ 
cellent English, tough job 
for most Japanese, says the 
Press Center at the $540 
million Expo will include 
typewriters with keyboards 
in Arabic, Danish, English, 
French, German, Greek, 
Hungarian, Indian, Italian, 
Hebrew. Korean. Dutch, 
Norwegian, Tagalog (Phili- 
pines), Polish. 

Also. Portuguese. Roma¬ 
nian. Spanish, Swedish, Tur¬ 
kish and Yugoslavian. Under 
consideration but not yet 
programmed are Thai and 
Czechoslovakian. 

Expo 70 officials expect 
50 million visitors to the 
fairgrounds which arc be¬ 
ing built in the Scnri 
(Thousand Leagues) hills 
north of Osaka, a city of 4 
million population in the 
industrial heartland of west¬ 
ern Japan. 

With the visitors will 
come several hundred news¬ 
paper magazine, radio and 
television correspondents 
from Europe, the Middle 
East, North and South 
America, Asia, and Aus¬ 
tralia, fair officials say. 

By mid-December last 
year, the World Exposition 
had received 260 requests 
for press cards. 

Japanese newspapers, 
which count their dai'.y cir¬ 
culations in the millions and 
which assign platoons of re¬ 
porters to a single story, 
opened their bureaus at the 
Expo Press Center 100 days 
before the fair starts. 

“We have 10 men in our 
Expo Bureau right now," 
Kyoichi Nakamura of the 
Mainichi Shimbun, which 
translates into Every Day 
Newspaper and which sells 
about 5 million copies daily, 
told me on Dec. 4.

“That is why there has been 
such an expansion of Jewish 
studies at Christian colleges, 
graduate schools and 
theological seminaries." 

An eminent Hebrew scholar. 
Dr. Neiman studied at City 
College of New York and at 
the University of Chicago and 
took his Ph.D. at the Dropsie 
College for Hebrew and 
Cognate Learning in 
Philadelphia. His areas ofl 
concentration were Ancient 
Near Eastern Languages and 
Literature, Babylonian and 
Hebrew Law, Talmudic 
Literature and Comparative 
Religion.

The third floor includes a 
main newsroom equipped 
for foreign correspondents 
with 100 desks and 100 new 
typewriters. 

The press briefing room 
on the second floor seats 282 
persons. Earphones at each 
seat speak in English, Ger 
man, French, Spanish, Rus¬ 
sian and Japanese from the 
simultaneous interpretation 
system. 

Other Press Center facili¬ 
ties include five radio stu¬ 
dios, two television studios, 
film cutting room, 1C projec¬ 
tion and sound recording 
rooms, an international 
cablehead and a lounge. 

Electric cars which cruise 
at 4.8 miles a hour will be 
available for visi'ing or resi¬ 
dent newsmen covering the 
Expo with camera equip¬ 
ment. 

Radiophotos and live tele¬ 
casts will lx- transmitted 
overseas from the Expo 
grounds via satellite from a 
384-foot steel lower built on 
a hill behind the Press 
Center. 

The press planners re¬ 
membered the amenities. 
They bought western style 
toilets and cots for catnaps. 

Seats will be reserved 
daily for foreign newsmen 
on one of the Hikari (Light) 
express trains, which cruise 
at 126 miles an hour be¬ 
tween Tokyo and Osaka, 
a distance of 309 miles. 
Hotel rooms will be set 
aside for newsmen in Osaka.

NIXON PROPOSES ‘ERA OF NEGOTIATION’ WITH RUSSIA 

PRESIDENT NIXON proposed an end to the Cold 
War and a new "era of negotiation’’ with the Soviet Union 
Wednesday, stalling with joint efforts to end the Viet¬ 
nam War and avert a nuclear confrontation over the 
Middle East. Nixon expressed concern in a special for¬ 
eign policy message to Congress over growing Soviet 
missile advances and promised appropriate U.S. respon¬ 
ses to meet the challenge. But he made clear that Ameri¬ 
can combat troops were no longer to be sent rushing 
from one crisis to another around the globe. He specific¬ 
ally rejected future U.S. commitment of ground forces to 
Vietnam-style guerrilla wars, short of outside aggression, 
overt conventional attack or a clear threat to vital Ameri¬ 
can interests. The President's grand design for U.S- policy 
in the 1970s, contained in a 40,000 word, 119-page docu¬ 
ment, drew praise from Democrats as well as Republi¬ 
cans, although some questioned Nixon's assertion that 
•'we have no intention of withdrawing from the world.’’ 

PRES. PROMISES TO MEET GROWING SOVIET NUCLEAR THREAT 

THE PRESIDENT pledged Wednesday to meet a 
growing Soviet nuclear threat to U.S. missile forces but 
served notice American combat troops would not be 
drawn into another Vietnam style guerrilla war. In his 
foreign policy message to Congress, Nixon made clear 
he would not neglect what he called the United States’ 
“primary responsibility for nuclear defense” against 
threats of aggression. But, he said, "We cannot expect 
U.S. military forces to cope with the entire spectrum of 
threats facing allies or potential allies throughout the 
world.” 

HUNDREDS QUIZZED ON TRIPLE SLAYING AT FORT BRAGG 

AUTHORITIES at Fort Bragg, N.C., disclosed Wed- 
nesday that several hundred persons had been quizzed on 
a triple slaying that has been likened to the grisly Sharon 
Tate murders in California- "We do have suspects.” said 
Col. Robert J. Kriwanek, provost marshal of Ft. Bragg, 
but added: "we do not have any one person or group we 
can say are our prime suspects.” Mrs. Collette MacDon¬ 
ald, attractive 26-year-old wife of a Green Beret doctor, 
Capt. Jeffrey MacDonald, and her two children, Kimber¬ 
ly, 6, and Kristen, 2, were beaten and stabbed to death 
In their apartment Tuesday. Capt. MacDonald, also 26, 
suffered repeated stab wounds in the attack, for which 
authorities have found no motive. MacDonald told police 
the slaughter was carried out by three men and a blonde 
woman, who urged on her companions by screaming: 
“Acid is groovy. Kill the pigs. Hit 'em again!" By "acid,” 
authorities assumed the woman referred to LSD- 

JURY ACQUITS ‘CHICAGO SEVEN’ OF CONSPIRACY 

A FEDERAL COURT jury Wednesday found all the 
defendants in the tumultuous trial of the "Chicago Seven” 
Innocent of conspiring to incite riots during the 1968 
Democratic National Convention, but convicted five of 
crossing state lines with intent to incite riots. The jury 
of 10 women and two men returned its verdict after more 
than 41 hours of deliberations over five days. It came 21 
weeks to the day after the militant antiwar protest lead¬ 
ers went on trial Sept. 24 before U.S. District Judge 
Julius J. Hoffman. Guilty verdicts on the intent to incite 
riot charges were returned against David T. Dellinger, 
63, and Rennard C. "Rennie" Davis, 29, leaders of the Na¬ 
tional Mobilization Committee to End the War in Viet¬ 
nam: Youth Intei-national Party (Yippie) leaders Abbot 
H. Hoffman, 32. and Jerry C. Rubin, 31, and Thomas E- 
Hayden, 29, a co-organizer of Students for a Democratic 
Society. University professors John R. Froines, 30, and 
Lee Weiner, 30, were acquitted on both counts against 
them. They were charged with plotting to firebomb an 
underground garage near convention headquarters.

COMMUNISTS HURL TANKS INTO LAOS OFFENSIVE 

NORTH VIETNAMESE commanders threw tanks 
Into their Plain of Jars offensive for the first time 
Wednesday, military sources in Vietnam reported, and 
the United States countered by sending waves of B25 
bombers against the Communist targets. Field reports 
said Laotian troops hurled back two attacks by North 
Vietnamese infantrymen—one on the main Plain of Jars 
airfield and the other on a military headquarters a’. Long 
Chen, 20 miles southwest of the strategic area in the na¬ 
tion's midsection. The attack on the airfield marked the 
first use- of Russian-built North Vietnamese tanks in the 
weeklong drive- The scope of the Hanoi offensive was 
considered so serious that U.S. commanders suspended 
B52 strikes in South Vietnam and sent the “Ight-engine 
bombers into Laos to crush the North Vietnamese cam¬ 
paign to recapture the plain. 

EGYPTIAN PLANES STRIKE TWICE AGAINST ISRAELI PORTS 

EGYPTIAN fighter-bombers struck twice Wednes¬ 
day against Israeli fortifications and other installations 
along the Suez Canal. Jordanian and Israeli ground forces 
battled across the Jordan River. The air and ground war 
went on as Egypt launched a diplomatic offensive to 
pressure the United States into cutting off the shipment 
of warplanes to Israel. Israeli newspapers said it was 
rot up to Egyptian President Gamal Abdel Nasser to 
respond to Premier Golda Meir's proposal Tuesday that 
both sides stan the "pointless" killing in the Middle East 
and seek peace. Mrs. Meir suggested as the first step the 
return to the 1967 cease-fire which was renounced by 
Nasser. Both Egyptian and Israeli military spokesmen re¬ 
ported the canal air raids.

When John W. Sears accepted appointment to the

Propaga ti da Tools 

Whatever their real purpose in going to Cuba may 
be. the boys and girls who shipped out for Havana on 
a freighter from St. John, N.B., were poorly motivated 
and ill-advised. 

That appraisal is true whether they want to help 
the Castro government by cutting sugar cane, as they' 
insist, or to be trained for work as young revolution-) 
aries, as some reports would have it. 

Congressman Richard Ichord of Missouri is un¬ 
doubtedly right when he says the young Americans 
travelling to Cuba to help with the sugar harvest are 
being used as propaganda tools by Castro’s government. 

If these misguided young Americans had wanted 
to participate in worthwhile endeavors for the poor, 
the needy and the under-privileged, there was plenty 
of work they could have done in their own country. 

It seems that the main point here is that they will 
labor in the fields beside workers from North Vietnam, 
providing the material for propaganda broadsides. 

It's possible that a visit to Cuba may awaken them 
to the merits and virtues of the democracy in the 
United States. That would be sure to happen if they 
open their eyes to see the true conditions in Cuba pro¬ 
vided, of course, they are allowed that much freedom. 

But as Congressman Ichord declares, the entire 
situation is ridiculous and a farce. 

Schools and Tax Dollars 

Mayor Thomas J. Whelan of Jersey City, N.J.,1 
says he will lock up every schoolhouse in his city next 
fall unless the state assumes the cost of educating the 
city's children. 

In Newark, also afflicted with a schoolteachers’ 
strike. Mayor Hugh J. Addonizio doesn’t go quite that 
far but he is predicting disaster unless far greater 
financial assistance is quickly granted his city. 

They are voicing, perhaps in a manner some will 
find objectionable, a concern which practically every 
city and town in Massachusetts feel today. It is budget 
time. In big cities and small towns governments are 
facing another big jump in property taxes. 

In several small Massachusetts towns selectmen 
and finance committees have made demands that 
budget curbs be placed on the traditional rights of, 
school committees outside of Boston where a small} 
measure of school budget control was placed in the 
hands of the Mayor a few years back. 

Such curbs are not the answer. No sehool commit-! 
tee today is throwing money away just for the sake 
of spending. The school committee's standard answer 1 
is that parents want the best education for their chil-j 
dren and quality education is expensive.

Christmas season has end¬ 
ed. the poinsettia gets a bit 
ragged. The leaves start to 
shrivel and drop off. This is 
nothing serious, just the 
start of a rest period. 

Here's what you can do 
you want to keep your 
poinsettia over for another 
year. Keep the plant grow¬ 
ing by watering it regularly, 
just enough to keep the soil 
moist, but never enough to 
make it musty. In May, you 
can cut the tops back to six 
inches ar.d set pot and all 
outdoors. 

Take the tops you cut off 
and shorten them to four in¬ 
ches Root these in a pot of 
sand or sand and peatmoss. 
Some people dip the cut 
ends in hot water to stop the 
flow of milky sap, then in¬ 
sert into the sand. 

They'll root within 2 or 3 
weeks. After that, they can 
be potted up in a mixture of 
1/3 each sand, peat and 
loam Keep them outside 
during the summer, a long 
with the parent plant. When 
fall rolls around, bring the 
plants inside and keep in a 
sunny window.

THE SENIOR YEARS 

“Grow old along with me, 
the best is yet to be.” 

To many, these words of 
the poet, Robert Browning, 
may have seemed bitterly 
u rue. The experiences of 
others or our own 
experiences may have 
suggested that the last part 
of life is the worst period of 
all. 

But a recent report on a 
10-year National Institute of 
Mental Health study of 
healthy, aged men, ranging 
from 65 to 91 years, with the 
average age 71, indicates 
that Browning's idea cm bo 
right. 

The senior years, the 
study shows, can be full of 
new, complex, planned 
activities rather than 
progressive disengagement 
from life and social 
environment. But a 
rewarding old age is 
achieved only through 
concentrated effort and 
hard work. 

Satisfactions and avoidance 
of frustrations arc not 
handed to oldsters on a 
si! er platter. 

Tod people are living 
Unger. For many, the 
senior years may cover a 
quarter of a century — a 
period longer than the 
formative years of growth 
and early development and 
almost as long as the total 
life span was less than 100 
years ago. 

So far, however, the 
developments of the later 
years and the 
interrelationships of >he 
individual and his 
environment in those year3 
have received relatively 
little research attention 
compared to that given 
earlier stages of life. 

The scientific study of 
aging, known as 
gerontology, is just 
Leginning to fill in these 
sparse areas and will 
undoubtedly provide future 
information highly useful in 
showing us ways to better 
o' '-'I* living;. 

The Institute study is of 
f'- kind of scientific 
inquiry. Its findings did not 
support the theory held by 
some authorities and called 
the “disen gagement 
the 

This holds that old age s 
necessarily characterized 
by a mutual withdrawal by 
the aging person and his 
social envoronment. 

Many of the men in Lie 
study maintained a high 
level of social integration 
o.cr the 10-year study 
period. 

Many ranked well on the 
study's ratings of such 
things as general outlook, 
reg: ’ activities. the 
degree to which the 
person's engagements were 
pr iv or active, and the 
amount, kind, and degree of 
social interaction. 

Ii. view of the large and 
increasing numbers of aging 
persons in our population, 
the importance of 
gerontology and its 
research to all of us, 
whatever age group we are 
now in, can scarcely he 
overstated; and we do know 
enough already to be 
reasonably sure that there 
are helpful answers to be 
' .id.

Auto Honkers 
Don’t Annoy 
Status Cars 

By PATRICIA McMORMACK 

And now - some in¬ 
formation about horn-honk¬ 
ing habits of drivers, male 
and female. Scientifically 
established. 

The horn-honkers were in¬ 
volved. without their 
knowledge. in an ex¬ 
periment probing the in¬ 
stigation of frustration in 
that classic auto situation: 
being stuck behind a car 
that doesn't move right 
away when the light turns 
green. 

Anthony N. Doob and 
Alan E. Gross, of the 
departments of psychology 
at the University of Toronto 
and the University of 
W i sconsin, respectively, 
jnaster-minded the in¬ 
vestigation of horn-honking 
habits. 

On a Sunday, mid-morn¬ 
ing to around six p.m., they 
probed horn-honking at six 
intersections at Palo Alto 
and Menlo Park. Calif. 

First they sent out a high 
status car - washed and 
polished luxury vehicle, late 
model - with instructions to 
delay taking off from the in¬ 
tersections when the light 
turned green. 

Then they sent out two 
battered or low status cars, 
with the same instructions. 
One was like a rusty bin on 
wheels. The other wasn't 
much better. 

People honked their horns 
when stuck behind the cars, 
but not always. When they 
honked, they were acting to 
remove the offe nding driver 
and emotionally to reduce 
tension - as the 
psychologists view this. 

What the investigators 
founc was this: 

— Drivers behind the bat¬ 
ten'd low status cars were 
quickest to honk. Eighty- 
four per rent of them honk¬ 
ed at least once and 47 per 
cent honked twice. Two 
drivers, instead of honking, 
hit the back bumper of the 
low status car. 

— Drivers behind the high 
status car were more 
disciplined. Only 50 per cent 
honked once and just 19 per 
cent honked twice. And r.o 


driver had the nerve to 
bump the high status car 
when it delayed moving out 
at the turning of the light to 
green. 

The honkers also were 
classified according to sex. 
The investigators found men 
tended to honk faster and 
more frequently than 
women. 

“These data are con¬ 
sistent with laboratory fin¬ 
dings that men tend to ag¬ 
gress more than women, 1 ' 
the investigators reported. 

Now why didn't as many 
honk at the offensive high 
status car as at the battered 
cars? 

The investigators explain 
thusly: 

Although it is improbably 
that a high status driver 
would seek vengence 
against a honker, fear of 
retaliation may generalize 
from other situations where 
aggression against superiors 
has been punished. 

The moral of all this: if 
you can't get away fast 
from a green light at an 
intersection and you can't 
stand cars honking behind 
you. drive a highly polished 
late-model luxury car.

Sinks Lower 

By WELLINGTON LONG 

Since West Germany's en¬ 
forced disargament ended 
with the mustering of 6.000 
volunteers 13 years ago this 
month, the armed forces 
have had difficulty finding 
their proper place in socie¬ 
ty. 

Lt. Gen. Albert Schnez, 
commanding the 328.000- 
man army, says the situa¬ 
tion is so bad that soldiers 
generally are ashamed to 
appear in public after duty 
hours in their uniforms. 

In a study completed last 
June and summing up the 
views of scores o f 
dissatisfied and worried of¬ 
ficers, Schnez likened the 
situation to that of the Fren¬ 
ch army on the eve of its 
collapse in 1940. 

"Only a reform of root 
and branch, of the armed 
forces and of society, with 
the aim of attacking the evil 
at its source, can decisively 
increase the fighting power 
of the army,” Schnez 
declared. 

When sections of the then- 
secret study leaked to the 
press at the end of last 
year, Schnez’ head was 
demanded by commentators 
who claimed he was trying 
to overturn the 
democratization introduced 
into the army when it was 
recreated in 1956. 

Schnez blamed ‘‘the 
catastrophic of 1945, the 
atomic trauma and re¬ 
education for negatively af¬ 
fecting the willingness of 
the German people to de¬ 
fend itself.” 

When the armed forces 
were re-established, politi¬ 
cians who recalled the high¬ 
handed way the army con¬ 
ducted itself towards 
governments from 1919 until 
the Nazis came to power in 
1933, were determined to 
anchor the primacy of 
parliament over the 
generals in law. 

While Schnez did not 
challenge this principle, he 
declared the top soldiers 
are underranked compared 
to civilians and to generals 
in other democracies. This 
devalues the whole com¬ 
mand system, he ' 
plained. 

The problem is com¬ 
plicated by the restrictions 
placed on low-ranking non¬ 
commissioned officers, who 
no longer are able to 
discipline their soldiers. 

“The unrealistic demand 
that authority must grow 
only out of the superiors 
personality must inevitably 
place many officers and 
non-coms in a difficult posi¬ 
tion,” Schnez declared. He 
described the result as “a 
crisis of authority.” 

To keep out of trouble that 
might be caused by soldiers 
who objected. Schnez said, 
many officers have their 
units spend most of their 
time cleaning equipment. 
Too little time is spent in 
field training, and most 
officials are afraid to de¬ 
mand hard physical 
training. 

A development that keeps 
units unsettled, he said, is 
the habit of many soldiers 
of claiming conscientious 
objection to bearing arms 
only after their basic 
training. 

Schnez proposed that once 
basic training was com¬ 
plete, a soldier no longer be 
allowed to claim con¬ 
scientious objections. Other 
trouble-makers ought to be 
assigned to special units to 
make it impossible for them 
to disrupt discipline in other 
companies, he said.

10 Years Ago

There's no sign pro- 
claiming -the F.W. 
Woolworth lunch counter in 
Greesnboro, N.C., as the 
birthplace, 10 years ago, of 
the sit-in movement that 
brought a new way of com¬ 
munity life to the dual 
service and segregated 
South of the 1960s. 

But black and white 
patrons munching chicken 
in one of the brightly col¬ 
ored booths or at the 
counter are evidence 
enough of the success of the 
sit-in as a form of civil 
right* protest. 

The counter is larger and 
more modern now than in 
1960, “probably to ac- 
commodate the new 
patrons,” laughs Franklin 
McCain, one of four North 
Carolina A&T College 
students who spearheaded 
the sit-in on Feb. 1, 1960. 

About 3:30 p.m. that 
afternoon, McCain, Joseph 
McNeil, David Richmond 
and Ezelle Blair, Jr., all 
freshmen engineering 
students, walked into the 
bustling variety store, 
unaware they were about to 
start a movement which 
would skip through Dixie 
like a tornado, eventually 
whisking "white only” signs 
from lunch counters from 
Richmond to New Orleans. 

McCain, now an engineer 
with the CeUnese Corp, in 
Charlotte. N.C., recalls that 
the idea for the Woolworth 
sit-in was conceived the 
night before during a hull- 
session in a dormitory 
room. 

“We had been up most of 
the night talking mostly 
about this dual service 
thing,” he said in an in¬ 
terview. "It had hit us all 
hard at one time or the 
other. For McNeil, it was an 
incident at a bus station 
restaurant; for me it had 
been a doughnut shop when 
I was 10 years old. 

“This hurts very much. It 
raises the question. . .of you 
as a fellow human being. It 
can be a dehumanizing ex¬ 
perience.” 

McCain said they talked 
until about 4 a.m. before 
finally deciding that talk 
wasn’t enough, that they 
should do something. 

Woolworth's was picked 
because it was a national 
vhain witli a paradoxical 
situation. It served blacks 
at lunch rounters in the 
North, but not in the South 
because of “local custom." 

“We felt that if we could 
go into the store and make 
purchases at 12 counters, 
then our money should be 
just as good at the 13th 
counter where foods were 
sold,” he said. 

McCain and McNeil 
purchased some merchan¬ 
dise at another counter 
before going to the snack 
bar area. They were refus¬ 
ed service “with the usual 
antics" despite their 
persistence in contending 
that it was a public counter 
and that they had receipts 
for other merchandise 
bought in the store. 

"I don't mind telling you I 
was afraid at first," the hef¬ 
ty McCain said. "But since I 
was the biggest, they ex¬ 
pected me to go through 
with it.” 

Richmond and Blair join¬ 
ed McCain and McNeil at 
the counter within a few 
minutes, and they continued 
to sit there until the store 
closed. 

“After the first few 
minutes, when nothing hap¬ 
pened, I began to feel a lit¬ 
tle better, McCain said. 
“Then a husky policeman 
came in and started pacing 
up and down the aisle, slap¬ 
ping his nightstick in his 
hand. But he didn’t say 
anything to us and finally 
left.” 

The group returned the 
next day with rein¬ 
forcements, and the sit-in 
movement was on its way. 
It captured the imagination 
of eager young blacks in the 
South of 1960, gave them a 
non-violent means of pro¬ 
testing the many injustices

One Col lee I ive 
Russian Farm 
Is Successful 

Like the weather 
Russians talk about 
failures of their col¬ 
lectivized agricutlure 
without much hope that 
anything can be done to 
correct them. 

But one collective farm, 
which experiments with the 
capitalist notion of "profit,” 
has come up with 
remarkable results. 

The wonder of Soviet 
agriculture is the state ->*m 
at Achka, in Soviet 
Kazkhstan. Achka farmers 
average 360 rubles (S400) a 
month - four times more 
than the monthly average 
age in Kazakhstan and 
three times better than the 
national average of 117 
rubles $129. At the same 
time the Achka farm pro¬ 
duces five to ten times more 
than its neighbors of equal 
size. 

"It's becoming more ob¬ 
vious that s 0 m e t i n g 
stimulates the people to be 
more careful, to economize 
in their work," said Ivan N. 
Hudenko, one of the 
organizers of the Achka ex¬ 
periment. 

That something is clearly 
the farm's successful at¬ 
tempt to rid itself from cen¬ 
tralized controls and decide 
locally how to go about 
doing its work.

School to Order 

Mrs. Lane Murray is 
being behind bars at the 
Texas State Penitentiary. 
She is the school-marm. 

The red brick prison 19 
her schoolhouse and con¬ 
victs fill her classroom 

Mrs. Murray, or lh\ Mur¬ 
ray if you take into account 
her doctor of education 
degree, is superintendent of 
the Windham School 
District, serving the Texas 
Department of Corrertion. 

It is listed as the nation's 
first school district inside a 
prison. 

Mrs. Murray, 47, ad¬ 
ministers an approved Tex¬ 
as Education Academy pro¬ 
gram — both a ademic end 
vocational — through tha 
high school level. Alonzo 
Langley, director of educa¬ 
tion for the prison system, 
continues to supervise tha 
prison’s college level pro¬ 
gram. 

Mrs. Murray, a teacher at 
both high school and college 
levels previously is married 
to Dr. Thomas Murray, a 
professor in the education 
department at Sam Houston 
State University 

She likes the challenge of 
the prison job — "This new 
program (it was authorized 
by the state legislature) of¬ 
fers many opportunities for 
serving 'lum&mty. I am 
happy that I will have a rolt 
in a program that will meat! 
so much to so many.” 

V native of Celina, in Col- 
lin County, Mrs. Murray 
was graduated from Sudan 
High School, earned a 
bachelor's degree from Tex¬ 
as Tech, her master's from 
Sam Houston State, and her 
doctorate from tl.e 
University of Houston. 

The prison program 
stipulates that inmates with 
less than a fifth grade 
education are required to 
attend classes six hours a 
week. Convicts above the 
fifth grade level may enroll 
in :e school voluntarily. 

Their work will be 
evaluated to determine if 
they are ready for higher 
a, ie : c trainings. Those 
who do not meet the stan- 
dards of the academic pro¬ 
gram will be given voca¬ 
tional training under direc¬ 
tion of Robert Gillam, direc¬ 
tor of vocational training.

Control Lost 
Over Spending 
Of Billions 

The new federal budget 
documents a trend that 
should cause serious con- 
I cern to all citizens weary of 
inflation and high taxes. 

The President and his 
cabinet are rapidly losing 
control over the amount of 
money spent by government 
agencies. 

No matter how dedicated 
to economy a n ad¬ 
ministration may be, it soon 
discovers that a very large 
proportion of the budget is 
beyond its power to cut. 

The proportion of relative¬ 
ly uncontrollable outlays is 
growing larger each year. 
In fiscal 1969, it amounted 
to 64 per cent of the budget. 
During the current 1970 
fiscal year, it is about 66 per 
cent. And in the 1971 fiscal 
year beginning next July 1, 
it will rise to 69 per cent. 

This means less than a 
third of the government's 
spending is subject to an¬ 
nual review and control by 
the executive branch. 

The largest item of 
r e latively uncontrollable 
spending is money 
disbursed by the Social 
security, medicare and 
other social insurance trust 
funds. Congress sets 
benefits at certain levels, 
and the checks automatic¬ 
ally flow out from the treas¬ 
ury. In fiscal 1971, these out¬ 
lays are expected to total 
$51.5 billion, or more than 
one fourth the total budgpt. 

Here are 1971 figures for 
some other built-in costs of 
government which are im¬ 
mune to control by the ex¬ 
ecutive branch: 

Interest on the public 
debt. $17.8 billion; veterans 
benefits, S6.7 billion; 
military retired pay, $3.2 
b'llion; public assistance 
grants (welfare and 
medicaid) $8.5 billion; and 
farm (price) supports, S3.7 
billion. 

In addition to these 
permanent open • end pro¬ 
grams, Congress frequently 
commits the government to 
long range projects whose 
costs have to be paid an¬ 
nually for many years. Ex¬ 
amples would be a major 
flood control project for a 
new military weapons 
system. 

During the eoming fiscal 
year, the government will 
spend $43.3 billion on con¬ 
tracts and obligations en¬ 
tered into in previoita years. 

In his budget message to 
Congress, President Nixon 
•yarned that the government 

getting so tightly locked 
!r to spending programs that 
it is very difficult to affe.t 
ar.y significant changes in 
national priorities. 

The situation is worsened 
by the fact that, even 
among items of spending 
that ostensibly are subject 
to annual review, little ef¬ 
fort has been made up till 
now to determine whether 
long-established programs 
nre vital. 

Instead of requiring that 
each program be justified 
anew each year, the budget 
bureau and the con¬ 
gressional appropriations 
committees have assumed 
that the previous spending 
level was justified, and have 
focused their scrutiny solely 
on any additional spending 
sought by an agency. 

By challenging that 
assumption, Nixon this year 
found $2.2 billion worth of 
urograms that could be 
radically reduced or 
eliminated. But, as he well 
knows, this barely scrat¬ 
ched the surface of the 
waste that results annually 
from obsolete. Ineffective 
and overlapping programs. 


Buenos Aires 
Theatres Play 
Mostly at Loss 

Playwrights are in tight 
supply. Actors are poorly 
paid if paid at all. A "hit” 
might bring in as few as 60 
spectators a night. 

Yet despite all these 
drawbacks, the world's 
largest Spanish - speaking 
city is still the theater 
capital of Latin America. 

More than 40 professional 
and semi - professional 
theaters exist In Buenos 
Aires, ranging from the 
3.500 capacity Teatro Colon 
Opera House, one of the five 
ikrgest in the world, to a 
dingy loft on fashionable 
Florida Street, the Del 
Atlllo, which can handle 
about 100 persons. 

Buenos Aires has its 
equivalent of Broadway, 
brightly - lit Corrientes 
Street, where Argentina’s 
big time professional actors 
perform in splendid 
theaters. 

But the bulk of Buenos 
Aires’ theatrical en¬ 
tertainment Is found in 
cellars, on side streets, and 
outlying neighborhoods. 

These "off - Corrientes” 
theaters carry on a 20 - year 
tradition of putting on 
foreign and local quality

Seldom lias there been * 
theatrical producer with 
such an idee fixe about a 
subject for a allow for so 
long a time as Frederick 
Brlsson. 

It goes back at least a 
dozen years, He was 
determined to do a musical 
fashioned around the career 
of Gabrielle Chanel, French 
fashion designer supreme 
with as colorful a personal 
life as you could imagine. I 
used to wonder why, I still 
do. 

Brisson finally has 
achieved Ms goal in "Coco,” 
Chanel’s nickname, which 
stars Katharine Hepburn in 
the title role at the Mark 
Hellinger Theater. 

The result is a show' that 
can't make it on its own. It 
gets by because of Miss 
Hepburn. Star magic 
doesn’t work very often in 
American theater these 
years, but this is one of the 
rare exceptions. "Coco,” 
which aroused a tremen¬ 
dous advance interest and 
broi/ght in a couple of 
million in advanced sales, 
should prosper so long as 
the star chooses to stay with 
it. 

This is Miss Hepburn's 
first appearance on the New 
York stage In years, and 
there is the extra curiosity 
attraction resulting from 
the fad that this is her first 
musical. 

"Coco” is as lavish a 
show as you hope to see. 
But it is short in the con¬ 
ception and material 
departments and is not a 
really topflight en¬ 
tertainment in its own right. 

This is a little surprising 
since the book and lyrics 
are by the eminently suc¬ 
cessful Alan Jay Lerner 
("My Fair Lady,” "Briga- 
doon” are samples), and the 
music is by Andre Previn, 
esteemed young veteran of 
symphonic and film music 
circles who has his first 
stage musical in this. 

There are some pleasant 
tunes that will be ac¬ 
ceptable standards when 
they become more familiar. 
Lerner's reputation as an 
outstanding lyricist is not 
upheld, however. 

Lerner's libretto strives 
constantly for the 
epigramatic mot, especially 
in the rase of Coco; who is 
pictured as an imperious, 
blunt, passionate, talented 
and lonely woman given to 
cutting remarks about all 
and sundry. Some of this is 
amusing, but the result is a 
one-dimensional book, and 
the smart cracks suffer 
from a sameness after a 
time and even become 
almost predictable. 

The story rovers Chanel's 
1953-54 period when she 
comes out of retirement 
after 15 years at the age of 
about 70 expecting to pick 
up where she left off as the 
queen of the fashion world. 
But times have changed; 
she gels a cool reception. 

Eventually, she triumphs 
anew, but. as in the past, 
she finds that her success is 
adulterated by the 
loneliness that comes from 
putting career ahead of 
human relationship. In this 
case, a girl she has planned 
to love as the daughter she 
might have had, molding 
her into a career such as 
her own, choses instead a 
life with the young man who 
loves her. 

Miss Hepburn acts the ti¬ 
tle role superbly, but they 
have given her songs and 
she is not a singer. She 
can't even talk-off a song 
acceptably as some non- 
-singing players have 
been able to do. 

Inevitably, "Coco’’ is a 
superb fashion show, with 
dozens of eye-filling crea¬ 
tions designed by Cecil 
Beaton. who also is 
responsible for the very at¬ 
tractive sets. But this is a 
weakness despite the well- 
placed direction by Michael 
Benthall and the staging of 
the musical numbers by 
Michael Bennett. 

George Rose, an Im¬ 
peccable and most talented 
*ctor; Gale Dixon, David 
Holliday, Jeanne Arnold and 
Rene Auberjonois are sup¬ 
porting players who are of 
invaluable help to the star. 

But it is Miss Hepburn's 
show all the way. Those who 
are fond of her won't want 
to miss it. If there are those 
who are not, they shouldn’t 
bother with “Coco."

Gerry Dorsey was on the 
show business road to no¬ 
where. He was filling a $72 
a week singing engagement 
at a little club outside New¬ 
castle, England. After years 
of struggling around the 
small time he knew he was 
lucky to have even that. A 
singer dropped by every re¬ 
cord label in the business 
had no right to expect more. 

On this day in May, 1966, 
he was chatting with the 
boys in the band when he 
got a telephone call rrom his 
new manager in London. He 
listened for a while in gath¬ 
ering disbelief. “Wait a min¬ 
ute." he said. "I'll write 
that down. Spell it.” 

On Hie other end Gordon 
Mills, Ids boyhood friend, 
was slowly enunciating the 
20 letters that changed his 
life: 

"E-N-G-E-L-B E R-T H U M- 
FK-R-D-I-N-C-K.” 

Dorsey hung up and turn¬ 
ed, bemused, to the musi¬ 
cians. 

"He wants to change my 
name to Engelbert Humper¬ 
dinck," he said. 

Three-and a half years la¬ 
ter multimillionaire Engel¬ 
bert Humperdinck - Engel ;o 
his friends -sat on the old 
chair in the kitchen of his 
mansion at Weybridge out¬ 
side London and recalled 
that day. "I didn't feel like 
laughing," he said. “I wasn't 
very happy." 

The name Gerry Dorsey 
was associated with failure. 
The new name must be so 
outrageous that it would ob¬ 
literate it completely. This 
is exactly what has happen¬ 
ed. 

And Engel will now not 
even open mail adressed lo 
Gerry Dorsey. "I have noth¬ 
ing to do witii that fellow," 
In- says firmly. 

The kitchen chairs wore 
the only old things In a 
home whose interior decora¬ 
tors also work for Queen 
Elizabeth at Buckingham 
Palace. The chairs are from 
the tiny flat he lived in with 
his pretty wife when they 
had to budget themselves to 
40 cents a day and slept late 
every morning because they 


could not afford breakfast, 

"Gordon gave me the 
chairs when he could afford 
better ones.” he said. Gor¬ 
don had come upon better 
days when he changed the 
name of a virile Welshman 
from Thomas Woodman to 
Tom Jones. Their even big¬ 
ger mansions are on the 
same millionaire's estate 
that Engel now calls home. 

The chairs are there to re¬ 
mind Engel. If he ever for¬ 
gets, that lie was once so 
poor and friendless his onlv 
regular visitor Was a tax 
man who came to collect and 
remained to comfort. 

"He's such a pleasant, tal¬ 
ented fellow," said one of his 
aides, who may be biased, 
"that we’ve actually had big 
names calling up and asking 
to appear on his show. And 
you know with the competi¬ 
tion for guest stars that 
doesn't happen very often." 

Engel is refreshingly 

grateful that success came 
at all—even after 12 years 
of disappointment and a 
year in a hospital with tu¬ 
berculosis. He said he was 
looking forward to a four- 
month tour of the United 
States starting in April and 
ranging ail the way from 
Cherry Hill, N. J., to Las 
Vegas and California. 

His wife, Patricia, a pret¬ 
ty girl who calls him "Darl¬ 
ing" to avoid blurting out 
"Gerry," came in with their 
three young children. They 
met at a dance hall in Lei¬ 
cester and he refers to her 
as "my first and only love.” 
He wanted to quit show bus¬ 
iness when they married to 
offer her a steady if small 
Income instead, but she 
wouldn't hear of it. 

She was right, and they will 
never lie poor again. 

Mills, a 33-yearold amuse¬ 
ment industry tycoon, set up 
a company for Engel and 
Jones called Management 
Agency qnd Music which is 
listed on the London Stock 
Exchange. 

Their fortunes are esti¬ 
mated at about $5 million 
each, which puts them up 
with the two richest of tho 
Beatles, Paul McCartney 
and John Lennon.

LEGISLATURE KILLS HOUSE CUTS PETITION, 69-191 

A JOINT LEGISLATIVE Constitutional Convention 
tonducted a tense debate for three hours Wednesday and 
then voted to kill a motion to cut the size of the House. 
Needing 70 votes for approval, proponents were only able 
to muster 69 votes for the amendment, while 191 law¬ 
makers voted to kill the measure. After three hours of de¬ 
bate, the Convention gave 71 votes to the initiative peti¬ 
tion of the League of Women Voters to reduce the size of 
the House from 240 to 160 members. But In a 20 minute 
Eession after the Senate roll call had been completed, and 
the House had voted on the electric tote board, opponents 
of the measure, led by House Speaker David M. Bartley, 
Induced three legislators to change their vote. Immedi¬ 
ately after Senate President Maurice A. Donahue an¬ 
nounced the decision, he adjourned the Constitutional 
Convention in an uproar. 

The convention was called to order at 2:03 p.m. in 
the House chamber with Senate President Maurice A. 
Donahue, D Holyoke,, presiding. The press and visitors' 
galleries were filled to capacity. Within a half-hour after 
convening, tne joint session overwhelmingly rejected a 
second proposed amendment to the constitution to re¬ 
place the House and Senate with a single body legisla¬ 
ture. The vote on that proposal,, given little cnanee of 
passage, was 224 35 If approved by the vote of at least 
70 of the 280 lawmakers, the petition would go before the 
voters In November for enactment. It was earlier report¬ 
ed a number of legislators would “take a walk" on the 
vote through feigned illness. Their absence would only 
hurt proponents of the issue who must muster 70 votes 
regardless of the total number of voting legislators. Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent, leading advocate of a smaller House, 
had flatly pret' eted passage by the convention with “a 
few votes to spare.” But his arch rival on the issue, 
House Speaker Eartley, D Holyoke, said he expected the 
measure to be defeated. 

UMASS PRESIDENT WARNS OF IMPENDING PHYSICAL CLASHES 

DR. JOHN W. LEDERLE, president of the Universi¬ 
ty of Massachusetts at Amherst, reacting to a disruption 
which forced former Vice President Hubert Humphrey to 
cancel a speech on campus, predicted Wednesday physi¬ 
cal Instead of intellectual clashes if free speech is con¬ 
tinually stymied. Dr. Lederle made his comments 15 
hours after Humphrey was hooted and hissed off the 
stage Tuesday night by about 100 militant students in a 
crowd of 4,000. In a statement to the Faculty, Under¬ 
graduate and Graduate Senates, he said he felt “sick and 
ashamed" at the incident. He urged an immediate in¬ 
vestigation and hoped it would make the groups “see fit 
to condemn in the strongest possible terms" those who 
took part in the disruption. He asked the groups to come 
up with means of adverting similar incidents in the fu¬ 
ture.

City Faces $16.25 Hike In 
Tax Rate; To Reach $114.65 


Newton is faced with a tax 
rate increase of about $16.25 
over last year’s figure of 
$98.40, according to tabula¬ 
tions by the Graphic's staff. 

That would mean a 1970 
real estate tax rate In the 
vicinity of $114.65. 


Of the estimated $16.25 
jump which can be expected 
in the tax rate, it would ap¬ 
pear that $12.95 is beyond the 
control of Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas. 

Mayro Basbas has ex¬ 
pressed his frustration over 


some of the increased ex¬ 
penditures which will send the 
city’s tax rate soaring to 
record heights. 

As an ex-officio member 
of the School Committee, he 
voted against the school 
department budget which 



seemingly will cause a $7.25 
rise in the city’s tax rate. 

‘‘I felt that It was no time to 
add new personnel to the 
school department and no 
time to add new programs or 
expand existing ones," Basbas 
told the Graphic. 

Newton will suffer a net loss 
of about $1.4 million in the 
revenue it will receive from 
the State. That will account 
for a jump of about $4.20 on 
the tax rate. 

Newton’s share of the 
MBTA deficit will be about 
$400,000 more than in 1969, ac¬ 
cording to estimates which 
show the levy on Newton ris¬ 
ing from $366,000 last year to 
$760,492 this year. That would 
boost the tax rate another 
$ 1 . 10 . 

The contribution Newton 
must pay to the Middlesex 
County Hospital will be ap¬ 
proximately $ 101,000 
greater than last year. The 


1969 payment was $101,414. 
This year's will be $202,548. 

Mayor Basbas figures 

Newton must pay about $355 
for each day a Newton resi¬ 
dent is a patient at the 
hospital. It isn't figured on 
that basis, of course, but it 
works out that way. according 
to the Mayor, because com¬ 
munities in Worcester and 
Essex Counties do not pay a 
fair share for their residents 
as a result of inadequate 
rate-setting. 

‘‘It would be cheaper to 

send the Newton residents to 
the Bahamas,’’ Basbas 
observes ruefully.

U.S. TURNS OVER 1,620 SQ. Ml. TO SOUTH VIETNAMESE 

THE UNITED STATES, pressing its Vietnamization 
and troop withdrawal program, turned over to South 
Vietnamese forces Wednesday control of 1.620 square 
miles of terrain which includes three Communist infiltra 
tion routes toward Saigon. In ceremonies at Lai Khe, 28 
miles north of Saigon. U.S. commanders turned over the 
base camp of the 18.000-man 1st Infantry Division to the 
South Vietnamese 5th Infantry Division. The First Di¬ 
vision has been operating out of Lai Khe since October 
1965, but most of its men are being transferred to Ft. 
Riley, Kans., under President Nixon's phase III with¬ 
drawal of 50,000 U.S. troops by April 15. 

ISRAELI WARPLANES ATTACK 2 EGYPTIAN INSTALLATIONS 

ISRAELI WARPLANES attacked two Egyptian mili¬ 
tary installations on the Suez Canal Wednesday after 
heavy artillery duels in which one Israeli officer was kill¬ 
ed and three other Israelis wounded. Egypt said three 
soldiers were wounded in the air strikes and sent its war¬ 
planes across the canal against two Israeli positions on 
the occupied east bank of the waterway marking the 
1967 cease fire line, 

LAOS FORCES WITHDRAW FROM STRATEGIC TOWN 

LAOTIAN GOVERNMENT forces have withdrawn 
from the strategic town of Xieng Khouangville on the 
eastern fringes of tjie Plain of Jars before advancing 
North Vietnamese troops, military sources in Vientiane 
reported Wednesday. Xieng Khouangville is about 22 
miles southeast of Moung Soui which fell Tuesday to 
Communist troops moving westward from the plain in 
east central Laos.

FRENCH PRESIDENT POMPIDOU ADDRESSES POLITE CONGRESS 

FRENCH PRESIDENT George Pompidou told a po¬ 
litely applauding Congress Wednesday, “a victory won 
first over oneself," when the Vietnam war is ended. On 
the Middle East, he declared that Israel's right to exist 
In security can only be guaranteed by a settlement with 
her Arab neighbors which renounces military conquest 
and solves the Palestinian refugee problem. An unde- 
termined number of House members boycotted Pompi¬ 
dou's speech before a joint meeting of Congress, but 
their snub in protest against France’s Middle East poli¬ 
cies went unnoticed in a nearly full House chamber. 

U.S. JUDGE RECESSES PANTHERS' HEARINGS INDEFINITELY 

THE PRESIDING JUDGE at pretrial hearings for 13 
Black Panthers charged with a bombing conspiracy re¬ 
cessed the proceedings indefinitely Wednesday after 
three weeks of disruption by the defendants and specta 
tors. State Supreme Court Justice John M. Murtagh 
blamed the defendants' “contemptuous behavior"' for 
his unusual move. He said he would consider favorably 
a written motion to resume the hearings only if it is ac¬ 
companied by “an unequivocal assurance that the de¬ 
fendants are now prepared to participate in a trial under 
the American system of criminal justice.” Murtagh had 
warned Tuesday that ne had a “formula" which he would 
Impose in a week or two if the defendants did not be- 
have. 

GRAND JURY INDICTS STH SUSPECT IN YABLONSKI CASE 

A FEDERAL GRAND JURY Wednesday indicted a 
fifth person in connection with the murders of United 
Mine Workers union official Joseph A. Yahtonski, his 
wife and daughter. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
agents had arrested Silous Huddleston. 61 year old father 
of Annette Lucy Gilley, one of the four persons already 
accused in the triple slaying. Huddleston, a resident of 
La Follette. Tenn., is president of Local 3228, a pension¬ 
ers' local. District 19, of the UMW. He was charged in the 
indictment returned in Cleveland with interfering with 
the rights of a union member by force or violence, ob¬ 
struction of justice, and conspiracy to interfere with the 
rights of a union member by force or violence. The in¬ 
dictment charged Huddleston with conspiring to kill 
Yablonskl, who was to be a witness before a grand jury.

Not The Answer 

An Oregon Senator has a unique idea which he 
believes could slow down the population explosion if 
put in*o effect. Senator Robert Packwood would allow 
income tax deductions for only three children, the first 
child getting a $1000 credit, the second $750 and the 
third $500. 

Additional children in large families could not be 
counted as dependents in cutting down an income tax 
bill if Senator Packwood had his way. 

It seems unlikely, however, that this will be adopt¬ 
ed as the answer to the population increase which 
threatens to over-crowd the United States in the n°xt 
generation. The problem, unfortunately, isn't that sim¬ 
ple of solution. 

On Ecology 

Everyone seems to be climbing aboard the Ecology 
bandwagon. Ronald Reagan, the student activists, Sen¬ 
ator Muskie, President Nixon — all are concerned with 
cleaner air, water and in general about dispolluting 
our environment. 

This is as it should be. By affecting the environ¬ 
ment we affect other people. Also, though it is much 
less important, we affect wildlife and plant life. It is 
most proper for our government to take a watchful 
attitude about preserving the environment or restor¬ 
ing it. 

Still, no simple solutions will be reached. Mere pop¬ 
ular indignation may be a spur to legislative or execu¬ 
tive action, but it will not provide the technological 
knowledge necessary to protect us from our own waste 
products. 

Implementation of measures to avoid pollution will 
take money whether it be tax money or price increases 
on manufacturing done in cleaner ways. The money 
will come from all of us. Thus, conservation involves 
n certain amount of constraint, because we might have 
been able to do other things with the money. 

Also, there may be restrictions of a more direct 
sort. For instance, much talk is heard about new kinds 
of automobiles. By implication, our present cars may 
be outlawed. This sort of thing is necessary and per¬ 
haps inevitable. But the reckless talk is referring to 
your car and mine, to your actions and mine. 

The problem, then, is to have conservation and at 
the same time leave people with the possibility of do¬ 
ing as many things that they need and want to do as 
is possible.
